Whether alf such mys- 
terious concepts and protean ideas of 
invarnstfon—foreshadowlog the as- 
sumption by the divine being of a hu. 
muiu body and human nature—are to 
shake the Christiau’s belief in the Chris- 
tlan Messiah,n whom, according to 
the fixed belief of the most enlightened 
portion of mankind, dwelt all the full- 
ness of the godhead bodily, is a tangled 
subject for the mightiest intellect to un- 
ravel. Be all that as it may, one fact 
at least remains sure and steadfast, a 
fuct of inconceivable importance, and 
that fact Is, the Messianic idea, is a con- 
cept of humanity which hae existed per- 
haps from the tlme of creation. Was 
such concept derived from revelation or 
from consciousness? Was it of divine 
or human origina)? If divine, then is 
the religion which Christians profess 
no Jooger a myth, but an absolute ver 
ity; if buman, then, ob, Plato! we can- 
not but tbe more admire the amazing 
strength of your inventive genius, for 
geds and Immortal souls dwell only in 
such airy domain as that of your ideal 
philosophy. Truly a knotty point to 
test the edge of the keenest intellect. 
We caunot believe, however; pay, we 
must remain ever incredulous on the 
subject (and here even a child may see 
the turning point of the battle between 
evolution and revelation) that any of 
Mr. Darwin’s progressive chimpanzees, 
gorillas, apes or monkeys, or any of 
their fully developed and perfected de- 
acendants of the sweet by and by, will 
at any time hereafter on this side of 
eternity, ever have occasion to bother 
their heads witb such abstruse theolog- 
ical questions. 

Another and less aspiring fable con- 
cerning Plato relates that while he was 
yet in his cradle a swarm of bees gath- 
ered on bis lips in prophetic fadicatlon 
of that honeyed sweetness of language 
which wa; afterwards to make him fa- 
mous. One or two bees (if there was 
any such uplary phenomenon) was per- 
haps the correct figure, which construc- 
tive superstition aflerwards enlarged to 
one hundred; for itis probable such a 
number wou d hardly have aligbted on 
and around the mouth of the infant 
philosopher and not left some stinging 
reminder of their visit. 

A third fable connected with the 
youth of Piato is in itself so impressive 
and interesting that we might well 
wish it literally true. When, at the age 
of twenty, being smitten with the love 
of wisdom, and attracted by the fame 
of the wisest living philosopber, be 
sought and found the apartment where 
that philosopher was discoursing. S>- 
crates at the time, so the story saya, re- 
lating to his pupla a singular dream, lu 
which he had geen a young swan fly 
feom tho altar of Cupid into his lecture 
room and alight in hla lap, whence, af- 
ter remaining a while, be soared with 
encbhantivg songs into the air. Just as 
be finished bis narrative the band-:ome 
youth entered, and Sociales instantly 
exclaime!, "See, here comes the swan.” 

These minor details belng despatched, 
we proceed with the narrative.

Queen Hatueu was the most illustrious 
wowan in the annals of Egypt. What 
Elizabeth was to Eogland, Hatusu was to 
ancient Egypt. A woman of intellect cour- 
age aud pereeverance Aa near aa cau be 
ascertained, abe lived 1,406 or 1,500 B C. 
She inberl'ed the throve of Upper and Low- 
er Egept. According to cus:owary reqnire- 
ment, she married her eldest brother, which 
was still in use at the time of Cleopatra. 
Her brother died, and in obedience to the 
customs of the country, she was reques'ed 
to marry her youngest brother. She pre- 
ferred to remain single, and it is recorded 
she never married afterward. All repre 
sensations picture her dreased in male at- 
tire, a falee beard, with the warrior’s 
helmet resting upon her head. 

There was a great similarity in the dreas 
of women and meo; with this difference, 
that the kilte in the male attire exten‘el to 
the knee, and that of the women down to 
the ankle. The kilt from the waistband wes 
laid ip minute folde, running downward, 
nicely and evenly arranged. The hair, 
reaching to the shoulderr, was arranged in

complexion, the Nubian bride presented a

Queen llatusu was a women of great en- 
terprice. Sue waa probably the tirat one 
who planned an exten-Jve marilime ex edi- 
tion. On the walls of the magnificent tem- 
ple she had erected on the banka of the 
Nile, near Thebes, in a ruccension of terraces, 
were engraved io atone in hieroglyphic 
chiractera, the result of an expedition t» 
the land of Kute, planned and executed 
by Ifaiunu, ‘Tha probable route of thia ex 
pedition was a matter of much conjecture. 
it was an impoedbility for the marinera of 
her day to have ascended the Nile, through 
the Mediterranean, diwn the wen' coat of 
Africa, doubling the Cape of Good Hope, 
and coming up the east aide to the land of 
Kute. Their sea going vearela were not 
strung enough to sccomplish the fast of 
Vasca de Gama. Ferdinand de Jeasepa, 
when constructing the Suez Canal, lo order 
to furnish bia men with tresh water, bad 
made a canal leading frum one of the lower 
Nile tributaries. He, however, had followed 
an ancient water course. Tolia cunree, dux 
by the marinera of ITatuau expedition, had 
probably furnished the water way for her 
thipr, and thua Leereps repested what 
Qieen Hatusu bad consiructea over 3,300 
years ago,

some etereopticlan views of some of Egypt's 
fawous women, obtuined from statues rtul 
in existence.

Almost 
immediately the woman was entranced 
and called for pencil and paper and be- 
gan to write in German. N» one pres 
enl could read a word of it, aud it was 
taken to a German druggist near by 
who translated it, declaring it must 
have been written by a German chem- 
ist, as it was a formula for making aud 
administering ‘carbonic acid gas’ 
The formula was entirely new to him 
but correct in every particular. 

Mrs. Carroll was a0 impressed with 
this, to ber, strange manifestation, that 
she immediately sent the formula to 
her friend iu this city, relating the cir- 
cumstances minutely and urging her 
friend to try it. She did so and began 
to improve at once, and on the Ist of 
June was able to ride and walk out 
daily, aud at the present time is attend 
Ing to her housebold duties.
